We Comthand the Syndics of *the Faculty of Divinity to 
preſent every Year, before the Opening of the Le&ures, to the 
Arechbiſhops or Biſhops of the Places where they are Eſtabliſb- 
ed, and to ſend to Our Atturnies General the Names of the Pro- 
feſfors who ſhall have the charge of- teaching the ſaid Do&rine 
and We Command the faid Profeſſors to preſent to the ſaid 
Prelates, and to Our Atturnies General the Writings which they 


| ſhall diate to their Scholars, when they ſhall be by theni there-

V. 


We Will, That no Batchelor, whether Secular or Regular, 
ſhall for the future be Licenſed in Divinity, or the Canon [ aw, 
nor received a Do&tor, till he has maintained the ſaid Doctrine 
in one of his Theſes, which he ſhall make appear to thoſe that 
have right of conferring the ſaid Degrees in the Univerſities. 


VI. 
We Exhort, and alſo Enjoyn all Archbiſhops, and Biſhops of 


Our Kingdom, Countries, Lands, and Seigneuries under Our 
Obedience, to employ their Authority in cauſing the Doctrine 


_ contained in the ſaid Declaration of the faid Deputies of the 


Clergy to be taught in their Dioceſes.

| Any there are who endeavour to ſs the Decrees and Li-' 
1) berties of the Gallican Church( with ſo much Zeal contended 
for by our Anceſtors ) and even to undermine the Foundation of them, 
which is Built upen t/ e Holy Canons, and the Tradition of the Fa- 
thers; nor are thoſe wanting, who under pretence of thoſe Liber- 
ties, are not affraid to le ſen the Supremacy of St. Peter, and his 
Succeſſors, the Popes of Rome, Inflituted by Chriſt, the Obedi- 
ence due to them from all Chriſtians. and the Majeſty of the 4 a= 
|  feolich See ( revered by all Þ FE ) whercin the Faith is Preachi d,

and the; Unity of the Church preſerved. Neither do. the Here 
ticks omit, any things. whereby they may render the Power, by which 
the Peace.of. the Church i is-preſerped, grievous and adoul to:Princes 
and their.

"9 Fr object 
to the Higher Powers ; For all Power is from God,and all Pow- 
ers are Ordained by. God : He' therefore thar-reft ſte th, Treſiſteth 
the Ordinance of God: ' That ther refore Kings and Princes are 
not, by. the Command of God, ſubject in- things Temporal,” ty any 
Eccleſiaftical Power, neither can they diredly, or indireAl , be 
Depoſed by the Poor of the Keys of. the Church, nor their Subjects 
be freed from their Duty and Obedience, and Oath of Allegiance. 
And that this Opinion neceſſary or, the Publitk Peace, and no leſs 
uſeful to the Church than the State, is to be Mallet as altoge- 
ther agreeable to the-Word' of God, the Tradition «4 the F athers,

Decrees, as if their Authority was doubted, or leſs approved, or. © 
would apply them only to the times of Schiſnes.

That therefore the uſe of this Apoſtolick Power, is to be Modera- 
ted by the Canons, made by the Spirit of God, and Conſecrated by 
the Rewerence of the ads World. That klewife the Orders, Cu- 

omes, and Statutes, received\ by the Crown and the Gelicene 
C burch, are of Force 3 and that the Bounds fixed by the F.thers, 
ought to remain unremoved ; and that it concerns the Greatneſs 
the ApoFtolick See, that the Statutes and CiStomes, confirmed by 
the conſent of ſo great a See, and of the whole Church, ſhould be 
Eftabliſhed upon a firm F onndation.

That in heifllinn on comterntng Faith, the P ope has the chief part, 
and that all and fingular Churches are concerned in his Decress ; But 
that however bis Deciſions are not anreformable without the conſent 
* of the Chutch. v 


Which Doftrines we having yeodend from the Fathers,do Decree 
to be ſent to all the Gallicane C hurches, and to the Biſhops by the 
Holy Spirit preſiding over them; that we may all ſay the ſame 
thing, and be all of the _—_ A ud.
